Th» etmmtmy took place in the large 
reception room of the offlcee of the 
secretary of war in the war dopart- 
ment and wan witneesed by a large 
and distinguished gathering of officials

dolph, a notary public in the dopart 
ment and one of the oldest clerks in 
point of service in the department. 
Secretary Taft repeated the o«th in a 
'clear, strong voice. 

Hanging in hia olBce M the new. lee- 
retarr waa Indacted into the ardnoua 
duties of his post, was the picture of 
his distinguished fattier, Alphonso 
Taft, who was president Grant's secre- 
tary of war in 1876. Thus tether and 
mm have held the same portfolio, this 
hrtng the second inatanoe In the hia- 
tory at the wer department, the first 
l>olng presented in the inciinibeney of 
Simon Cameron under Lincoln and Jas. 
D. Cameron, his son, under Grant. 
There is a 'single other case of the hind 
in goTemmeiit hietory where Gideon 
Granger waa poatmaater general un- 
der Jefferson and Madison and Fran- 
(lis Grangt r, hig son, under Harrison 
and Tyler. 

The president walked from the 
white houae to the residence of former 
Secretary Root in Jackson aquare 
shortly before train time Monday aft- 
ernoon, personally to say Rood hye to 
the retiring Secretary and .Mrs. Knot. 
Aa the preeldent came up Executive 
avenue Troop F, of the 15th cavalry, 
waa. lined op In front of the secretary's 
hcMse rendy to eeoort him to tiie sta- 
tion. The profiitlent went at once to 
the necretaxy's study, where he was 
Koon f(>ll<v\v(Hl by Lieut. Gen. Chaffee, 
chief of staff, and his assistaiitB, Maj. 
Gens. Gillespie ^ Bllae. Gov. Taft, 
the new saoretafr. oasM a,.feiw lainutea 
later. After ten niinutee conversa- 
tion the paxty emerged from the hotire, 
the president walking with Mrs. Root, 
whom he assisted into tbe carriage. 
He then with firm grip of the hand 
bade the secretary a feeling farewell. 
Airter cloeing the carriage door hlm- 
ifelf the preeldent turned and, bowing 
to the crowd which had gathered, 
walked rapidly back to the white 
house. The Sec retary and Mrs. Root 
drove to the station, preceded by tbe 
troop at cavalry atad followed by the 
new secretary of war, chief of staff and 
his asaifltantSL Mr. and Mrs. Root left 
Washington on the Coni^ressional l!m- 
lte<l for New York, where Mr. Root 
will resume the practice of law. The 
«xtraordlnary military honora shown 
the retiring secretary were tone ht the 
direction of the president. 

Scretary Taft presented to the presl- 
dejit Monday former Representative 
Cbarles P. Taft, editor of the Cincln- 
naU Timea^tar, Mrs. Tait and daugh- 
ter and Hepir W. Taft. of New York, 
his brothers, who had come to Wash- 
ington to witness his induction into the 
office of secretary of war.

MIXED SCHOOLS. 



Committee Reporte in Favor ef Mea» 
bre Prohibiting Them. 



Frankfort, Feb. 2.— It Is likely the 
death knell of Berca college as a mix- 
ed school for white and Negro pupils 
was sounded Monday hfteniooa when 
the house committee on education re- 
ported unanimously in favor of the 
Carl Day bill, which prohibits the op- 
eration of such schools in this state. 
On the call of committees the Adams 
bill, regulating ^he employment of 
children in mills, mines and factories, 
was reported favorably. The senate 
bill to revive the state geologit^al topo- 
graphical survey was favorably report- 
ed. The Hargrove bill, providing that 
where there Is, in any county, a town 
larger than the county seat and 16 
miles from the county seat court shall 
be held in both towns, was taken up, 
and Mr. Hargrove explained that the 
measure affected P^ulton county only, 
where Hickman, the county seat, was 
more than 15 miles from Fulton, a 
larger town. After some dlscnssion 
the bill was adopted by a rote of 60 
to 23. The senate Monday passed a 
bill at the attorney general's office, 
giving him two ( ompetent assistants 

and a stenographer.

Bitter words were exchang- 
ed, and, as a result, Hall drew a dirk 
and made f.fjTeral attempts to cut An- 
dei:son, whereupon Anderson grasped 
an ax. which lay upon the doorstep, 
and split Hall's forehead, killing him 
instantly.

Force of the Wind Was So Great and 

So Stro 'fir That Small Stones 
Were Blown About. 



Two Care of a Paeeenger Train Were 

Lifted From the Tracks and 
.Thrown on Their Sidee — Sev- 
eral Persona Injured. 

Daaver. Ool., Feb. t.'^Hli^ winds 
prevailed Monday along the eastern 
slope of the Rocky mountains In Col- 
orado and Wyoming and much damage 
to property waa wrought. In Denver 
two men loet their lives as a direct re- 
sult Of tha gale. Charles Ormafby and 
WilHaa Daniels came in contact with 
a Uvo electric wire which had be ri 
thrown from its fastenings into ilm 
street and wara laatentljr killed by the 
»hock. 

Reports are being received from 
polnta in Northern Colorado telling of 
the destruction 'of farm buildings and 

hay stacks in the country districts and 
the falling of trees, small buildings, 
chimneys, etc., in the towns. In some 
placet the force of the wind was so 
great that small stonee were blown 
about promiscuously, shattering win- 
dows and injuring people. Numerous 
flres were started, but as yet no re- 
ports of serious losses from this source 
have been receive<l. 

Fort Collins, Col., Feb. 2.— A gale 
that attained a velocity of 90 miles an 
hour prevailed here Monday and caus- 
ed considerable damage by blowing oft 
the roofs of houses and broking win- 
dows. Seven fires started while the 
gale was at its height and for a time 
they threatend the destruction of the 
town. 

Idaho Springs, Col., Feb. 2.— A pas- 
senger train on the Colorado & South- 
cm railroad, which left D<'nver Mon- 
day morning for Georgetown, was 
wrecked by a gale, two coachea and a 
combination baggage car and express 
car being blown over and badly de- 
molished. The engine and tender re- 
mained on the track. Four of the 
train crew and one passenger were in- 
jured. The train bad come to a stop 
about 1.600 feet from the station of 
Georgetown, being unable to proceed 
further because of the wind. While 
waiting for the gale to subside the 
I ars were lifted from the r.^ils by the 
wind and forced over on tln ir sides. 
The passengers and crew were thrown 
with great force against the sides of 
the cars but were able to escape 
through the doors and windows. It Is 
believed that Messenger Robinson's in- 
juries were due to trunks falling upon 
him. It waa several hours l)ef()re the 
news of the accident could be sent to 
Penver, aa the telephone and telegraph 
wires from the latter city encountered 
trees and wires strewn over the track 
in many pbu es and with difficulty 
reach(sl its destination. The severely 
injured were taken to a hoepital In 
neorgetown for I natiiifiit.

The man 
most directly connected with thla the- 
ory is promlneiat here. -'dad It la al- 
leged that ho had often held ooBTeiM* 
tions with Misa Sohafer. He wehrs a 
long OYercoat and annwors to the de 
scrlptlon of the man seen by Albert 
Deltch at M and 14th streets and by 
Walter Own at L and 14th streets, and 
by Mr. Mills crouching behind a tree 
acroes the street from the Johnson 
home. He left Bedford on the morn- 
ing after the murder and remained 
away for several days., Qo far tbe 
detectivee ha.ta failed C6 eataEbHah a 
motive for the crime.

THE PANAMA REVOLUTIOH 

The Question Wss Discussed in Both 
' Branehee of Cengreee. 



Washington. Feb. 2.— Senate- In the 
senate Monday Mr. Dictrleh (Neb ) 
made a request for an investigation 
Into charges on which he was tried re- 
cently by a federal court in his, own 
state and the senate granted the re- 
quest, the president pro tern, appoint- 
ing a committee consisting of Messrs. 
Hoar, Piatt (Ct.), SpcKiner, Cockreli 
and Pettus to make the inquiry. The 
remainder of the day was devoted to 
an aigmu e n t by Mr. Morgan in sup- 
port of the reeolution introduced by 
Mr. Stone diriM'ting the senate com- 
mittee on foreign n lallons to make an 
investigation into the Panama revolu- 
tion. Mr. Morgan again criticised the 
c^duct of M. Bunan-VariUa In con- 
nection wiMi the revolt 

House — The proceedings in the 
house were enlivened by a spirited dis- 
cussion of the Panama question. Mr. 
Thayer (dem., Mass.) declared the 
course of this government in Panama 
to have been contrary to the provis- 
ions of the treaty with New Oranada. 
Mr. Orosvenor (rep., O.) made a vig- 
orous defense of the administration. 
While a bill proposing relief to an in- 
dividual from the operations of the 
act reetrictlng ownership of lands in 
tbe terrltorlea and the District of Co- 
lumbia to American citizens was un- 
der consideration, Mr. Hepburn asked 
the minority if they had changed front 
on this question and why they were 
now willing to support exemptions 
from the operatlona of that act in 
view of the attitude they assumed at 
the time of its enactmejit. Mr. Dart- 
le'tt (Ga.) asked Mr. Hepburn if the 
legislation in (iu<^stlon wa."? not j a . ,! 
when they had the Cleveland brand 
of democracy rather than tiM Bryan 
brand, as Mr. Hepburn had suggested, 
whereupon Mr. Hepburn advised the 
domoc rata to retuTO to the Clarelaad 
brand. 

COMPARATIVE STATEMENT. 



The Receipt^ and Expenditures For the 

Manth af ^amiaiy. 

Washington, Feb. 2. — (The compara- 
tive statement of the govi^rnment re- 
ceipts and expenditures shows thnt for 
the month of January. 1904, the totMi 
receipts were $41,688,370, and the ex- 
penditures 148,872,663, leaving a de- 
ficit for tbe month of 16,784.183. For 
January, 1903, there was a surplus of 
13,384,094. The receipts from the sev- 
eral sources of revenue are given as 
follows: 

Customs, 121,190.240, a decrease as 
compared with January. 1908, of $3.- 
000,000; internal revennee. 116.468.386, 
a decrease of 11,650,000; miscellane- 
ous, $3,929,793. an increase of $250,000. 

Of the expenditures, the civil and 
miscellaneous items show an IncreeEe 
for the month of $2,760,000. 

The war department shows an in- 
crease of nearly $2.000,(iOO and the 
navy deimrtment about SSTiO.OOO. A 
suri)lus of $1,041,01)0 as shown for tbn 
seven moutbe of the present fiscal 

year.

Washington, Feb. 2.- Secretary Moo- 
dy informed the hoiije of representa- 
tives that there are four horses and 
as many carriages owned in the n-.aiu- 
tances by the government in his de- 
partment. These are used by himself 
and the a.98lstant secretary. The total 
cost of till' same Is $.'1,112 One "as- 
sistant mt^senger " at $720 and one 
"laborer" at $t>()U care for and drive 
tbe "livery." The secretary says: 

"It is Impossible to state with accu- 
racy when this service wa.s inaugu- 
rated so far as the secretary la con- 
cerned.

City Physician Yazsll reported the 
present inmates of the alms house (six 
in number) in good health. One inmate 
died during the month. 

The Ainu Committee reported receipts 
of $27.05 since May Ist, 1003, for pastur- 
age and alms returned, and expenditures 
of 110. The balance has been turned 
into the treasury. 

Mr. Ficklin, Chairman of the Claims 
and Accounts Committee, reported the 
result of their exominatioB of the financial 
accounts of the Treasurer, Clerk and 
other oQicials for the past year. They 
found a few small diBorepancies in entries 
and lootings of the Treasurer, the errors 
being against him, but with these cor- 
rected the reports balanced to a cent.
